THE WHITE PLAGUE 
Very few people know where the term 
plague” started. 
j 
The famous poet and phy sician Oliver W en­ 
dell Holmes first used it to mean tuberculosis in 
186 1, the y ear the Civil War began. In his novel 
“Elsie Venner” he describes the travels of a 
country doctor and his ex periences in the course 
of his trips through the country districts with 
pony and “sulky .” 
I 
In one of these passages he speaks of “the 
dead winter when the white plague of the north 
has caged its wasted victims, shuddering as they 
think of the frozen soil which m ust be quarried 
like a rock to receive them .” 
The word “consumption” was used for m any 
y ears to mean tuberculosis. After Dr. Koch, the 
famous German phy sician, found a little over 
fifty y ears ago th a t this disease was caused by 
tiny rod-shaped germs known as tubercle ba­ 
cilli, the scientific nam e of “tuberculosis” was 
adopted by the medical profession. 
In the day s of both Dr. Holmes and Dr. Koch, 
people thought of having tuberculosis as being 
doomed to die. Since then, due largely to the 
efforts of the tuberculosis associations, the m ed­ 
ical profession, sanatoria, and the work done 
with Christm as Seal money , thousands of peo­ 
ple with tuberculosis have been restored to 
health and tuberculosis has been prevented in 
hundreds of thousands of cases. 
Rush county now is in the m idst of the Seal 
campaign. Response has been rather indifferent, 
and there is a real danger th at a let-up in the 
work will result unless the good people in the 
county awaken to the need. 
The nursing, anti-tuberculosis work, free clin­ 
ics and all other disease prevention in the coun­ 
ty results from the success of the cam paign now 
being conducted with the penny health stickers.
